If there was a dis- 
turbance ou tbe street, or a neighbor- 
hood row, they were to learn thecau*e 
and. if the trouble was trivial, serjd 
the men about their business. When 
they found a man drunk, they were to 
send him home, and to take him home 
if he was too druuk to get there him- 
self.

Lessons Learned in Aerial Flight 


Air navigation has made its great- 


est advance toward actual mastery of 
the elements through a discovery by 
Prof. Ernest Huebuer, the German 
naturalist, that migrating birds never 
cross the seas and oceans except ou 
etorm currents, and sometimes ou the 
fetorrns themselves. His investigation 
a.'so shows that the bird determines 
from the winds direction when to 
fctaii on its 5ingle flight over water. 
Storm-paths and ballooning experi- 
ence have both shown that these cur- 
lentt have tremendous velocity, and 
& sustained directness that guides the 
i->ird to its destination. Hueonsr fouiui 
that bird-flight is not aflected by tem- 
pature, sunshine, rain, snow or ice: 
nothing but a sudden blix/.ara from 
au adverse quarter, or a fog. compels 
the bird to seek refuse on islands or 
the nearest mainland. Ju Germany, 
these facts have given the key to air 
navigation, and there it \k believed 
that air craft will soon navigate with 
the aid of the storm's force, which be- 
fore had been thought necessarily to 
interfere with air travel.—From 'T,ini- 
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Man's Lore of Conquest.

gress in the patriotic undertaking. 


Representative 
Olmstead 
secured 


unanimous consent for consideration 
of a concurrent resolution providing 
for the appointment of a committee of 
three Senators and three members of 
the House to meet with the Pennsyl- 
vania Commission and the Governors 
of the several States to arrange the 
celebration. 


and we hoped that this Has-Been-OMi- 
eial was not so dense as to fail to grasp 
its meaning.

gings giving credit to subscriptions for 
more than a year. 


The COMPILER had said that it did 


uot believe In the ruling as created by 
a department without specific author- 
ity from Congress. As a business pro- 
position a cash subscription might 
have many points in its favor but a 
government ruling requiring it smack- 
ed of bureaucracy, that it was a form 
of paternalism repugnant to our insti- 
tution. That the Act of Congress gave 
the second class mail rate to actual 
subscribers and that the government 
had no right to rnectale in my busi- 
ness and say that an actual subscriber 
who owed me for more than a year 
was oue not entitled to receive the 
paper at second class rate. This rul- 
ing we believed struck at the liberty 
of the press aud opened the door to a 
government censorship of the business 
of a paper. This was our honest opin 
iou and such opinion we still hold aud 
because of this opinion in this land of 
boasted liberties and freedom of speech 
we have been subjected to an applica 
tiou of the official big slick because a 
22 years office holder reported that we 
had said things. 


This community can 
best judge 


whether this report was made tor po- 
litical reasons. It was the only report 
made against auy paper and made 
against the only Democratic paper iu 
the county. Democracy for a number 
of years has become a united harmon- 
ious family iu Adams county and the 
action of the informer looks to us as 
an attack on Democracy, the act of a 
small politician resenting the votes of 
people m supporting Democracy and 
willing to pull down anything Demo- 
cratic in sight. We have not found a 


three hundred new subscribers. 


When before the Post Office Depart- 


ment the 
unfairness of proceeding 


against a single newspaper in auy 
county or district was presented and 
that there was surely some way to 
give the Square Deal aud do the least 
amount of injury. 
The only answer 


was an invitation to turn informer and 
our reply was that we were unable to 
appreciate the suggestion. 
That an 


informer to us was an abhorrent thing 
aud that we did not propose to have 
any one point tbe finger at us for such 
a mean contemptible, uuneighborly 
act and that if this big great country 
of ours proposed to single out the 
COMPILEK in a whole congressional 
district, the only thing for us to do 
was to take alone what was proposed 
to be handed out. The position of tbe 
government was made plain, that such 
papers as were reported the Depart- 
ment proposed to proceed against and 
all others were to be presumed as not 
guilty and complying with the ruling. 


Now all this means that notwith- 


standing our opinions, we must obey, 
not because we want to, not because 
of any Act of Congress, but because ot 
the Big Stick of a ruling of a Depart- 
ment. 


Obey means that on J uly 1st all sub- 


scribers who have uot answered our 
letters and sent remittances or made 
settlement as explained iu letter sent 
them, must be dropped from our sub- 
scription list. This i i not our way but 
the only course to be followed under 
requirements or the government. We 
appeal to those who have not yet re- 
sponded to our lei ters to do so before 
July 1st, 1910.

Personnel of Canal Workers. 


The personnel of the American work- 


ing force on the Canal represents such 
an industrial army as has never before 
been mustered. The post office records 
show that many hundreds of thous- 
ands of dollars are sent back to the 
states every mouth. One blacksmith, 
who came from New York state, had 
saved $2,900, has lilted the mortgage 
on Ins home and provided himself 
with a little farm beside. He said that 
the average cost of living was a trifle 
over thirty dollars per mouth and he 
was paid seventy eight cents an hour. 
The »teani shovel men get §210 a 
month. The crane men, who sit per- 
ched aloft, get $165. It is interesting 
to know that most of the money saved 
on the isthmus is going bacu to the 
states to buy farms : even the doctors 
are purchasing Idaho irrigated land 
auci Texan laud, or old New England 
farms and the old home farms in Iowa. 
In fact, woik on tne Isthmus seems 
to accentuate the desire to own some 
acres of -'God's country,'' as the boys 
on the Isthmus call the states. Pufeh- 
iug forward the work under broiling; 
tropical suns, they eeem to be always 
dreaming of the time when they can 
"go back home'" and sit under orchard 
trees, possibly own an automobile and 
"farm like gentlemen."—Joe Mitchell
